WASHINGTON (AP) — 
House Democrats are 
gauging support fora vote 
to formally authorize the 
impeachment inquiry as 
a nothe r offic ia I testified 
Tuesday in the deepening 
probe of President Don¬ 
ald Trump's efforts to have 
Ukraine investigate Joe Bi- 
den. 

Speaker Nancy Pelosi is ex¬ 
pected to meet privately 
with Democratic lawmak¬ 
ers later Tuesday to survey 
attitudes about a possible 
vote, according to people 
granted anonymity to dis¬ 
cuss the planning. 

She told reporters she'd 
have more to say "later," 
after the evening meeting 
with House colleagues 
Trump, who calls the im¬ 
peachment inquiry an "ille¬ 
gitimate process," has pres 
sured Pelosi to take a formal 
vote. Republicans want to 
test politically vulnerable 
Democrats with a roll call 
that could be difficult in ar¬ 
eas where Trump remains 
popular. But Pelosi has so 
far resisted, saying Con¬ 


gress is well within its power 
to conduct oversight of the 
executive branch as part 
of the Constitution's system 


of checks and balances, 
and no vote is needed. 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell opened 


the chamber on Tuesday 
suggesting Democrats 
were trying to "cancel out" 
Trump's election with the

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tar¬ 
geting Turkey's economy, 
President Dona Id Trump a n- 
nounced sanctions aimed 
at restraining the Turks' as¬ 
sault against Kurdish fight¬ 
ers and civilians in Syria — 
an assault Turkey began 
afterTrump announced he 
was moving U.S. troops out 
of the way. 

Some of those U.S. troops 
leaving northern Syria are 
being shifted to Iraq, where 
they could conduct cross- 
border operations against 
Islamic State group mili- 
ta nts, a U.S. offic ia I sa id. 

The United States also 
called on Turkey to stop 
the invasion and declare 
a cease-fire, and Trump 
is sending Vice President 
Mike Pence and national 


security adviser Robert 
O'Brien to Ankara as soon 


as possible in an attempt to 
begin negotiations. Pence 
said on Monday thatTrump 
spoke directly to Turkish 
leader Recep Tayyip Erdo- 
gan, who promised not to 
attack the border town of 
Kobani, which in 2015 wit¬ 
nessed the Islamic State 
group'sfirst defeat in a bat¬ 
tle by U.S.-backed Kurdish 
fig titers. 

"President Trump commu¬ 
nicated to him very clearly 
that the United States of 
America wants Turkey to 
stop the invasion, imple¬ 
ment an immediate cease¬ 
fire and to begin to nego¬ 
tiate with Kurdish forces in 
Syria to bring an end to the 
violence,"Pence said. 

Ihe Americans were 
scrambling for Syria's exits, 
a move criticized at home 
and abroad as opening 
the door to a resurgence 
of the Islamic State group, 
whose violent takeover of 
Syrian and Iraqi lands five 
years ago was the reason 
American forces went in 
the first place. 

Trump said the approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 U.S. troops 
who had been partnering 
with local Kurdish fighters 


to battle the Islamic State 
in northern Syria are leav¬ 
ing the country. They will 
remain in the Middle East, 
he said, to "monitor the 
situation" and to prevent a 
revival of IS — a goal that 
even Trump's allies say has 
become much more dif¬ 
ficult as a result of the U.S. 
pullout. 

The U.S. troops being with¬ 
drawn from northern Syria 
will reposition in Iraq, Kuwait 
and possibly Jordan, ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. official, 
who spoke to The Associat¬ 
ed Press on Tuesday on the 
condition of anonymity to 
discuss sensitive planning 
forthe U.S. pullout. 

The official said the Ameri¬ 
can troopshave pulled out 
of the Manbij area, where 
U.S. outposts were set up 
in 2017. Troops are con¬ 
solidating their positions to 
prepare to fly out of the 
country soon. 

The official said the U.S. 
troops in Iraq could per¬ 
form operations against 
the IS militants in Syria as 
they did before creating 
the now-abandoned part¬ 
nership with Kurdish-led Syr¬ 
ian Democratic Forces. 


The Turks began attacks 
in Syria last week against 
the Syrian Kurdish fighters, 
whom the Turks see as ter¬ 
rorists. 

\On Monday, Syrian gov¬ 
ernment troops moved 
north toward the border 
region, setting up a poten¬ 
tial clash with Turkish-led 
forces. 

Trump said Turkey's inva¬ 
sion is "precipitating a hu¬ 
manitarian crisis and set¬ 
ting conditions for possible 
war crimes," a reference to 
reports of Turkish-backed 
fighters executing Kurdish 
fighterson the battlefield. 
The Kurdish forces previ¬ 
ously allied with the U.S. 
said they had reached a 
deal with President Bashar 
Assad'sgovemmentto help 
them fend off Turkey's inva¬ 
sion, a move that brings 
Russian forces deeper into 
the conflict. 

In his sanctions announce¬ 
ment, Trump said he was 
halting negotiations on a 
$100 billion trade deal with 
Turkey and raising steel tar¬ 
iffs back up to 50% Trump 
also imposed sanctions on 
three senior Turkish officials 
and Turkey's defense and 
energy ministries 
"I am fully prepared to swift¬ 
ly d e stro y Tu rkey's e c o no my 
if Turkish leaders continue 
down this dangerous and 
destructive path," Trump 
said. 

Treasury Secretary Steven 
Mnuchin said the sanctions 
will hurt an already weak 
Turkish economy. Pence 
said the U.S. will continue to 
ramp up the sanctions "un¬ 
less Turkey is willing to em¬ 
brace a cease-fire, come 
to the negotiating table 
and end the violence." 
American troops con¬ 
solidated their positions in 
northern Syria on Monday 
and prepared to evacuate 
equipment in advance of

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Appeals court to hold rehearing on Trump hotel lawsuit

Trump's legal team had ar¬ 
gued that Frosh and District 
of Columbia Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Karl Racine — both 
Democrats — lack author¬ 
ity to sue the president in his 
official capacity.

The Richmond-based 4th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals agreed Tuesday to 
hold a hearing before the 
full court of 15 judges. Ar¬ 
guments are scheduled for 
Dec. 12. 

In a 2017 lawsuit, the state 
of Maryland and the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia accused 
Trump of violating the emol¬ 
uments clause of the U.S. 
Constitution by accepting 
profits through foreign and 
domestic officials who stay 
at the Trump International 
Hotel. 

A federal judge in Mary¬ 
land ruled that the lawsuit 
could move forward. 

But a three-judge panel of 
the 4th Circuit overturned 
that ruling in July , hand¬ 
ing the president a signifi- 


mandamus, directing U.S. 
District Court Judge Peter 
Messitte to dismiss the law¬ 
suit. 

Ihe decision to allow a 
full-court hearing brought 
renewed resolve from of¬ 
ficials in Maryland and the 
District of Columbia, who 
argued that hotels in their 
ju risd ic tio n s suffe r "c o m p e ti- 
tive injury" bee a use officials 
hoping to curry favor with 
the president a re more like¬ 
ly to stay at his hotel. 

"Every single day, President 
Trump receives payments 
from foreign governments 
and from the United States. 
We intend to hold him ac¬ 
countable for violations of 
our nation's original anti- 
corruption laws," Maryland 
Attorney General Brian 
Frosh said in a statement.

The inquiry is moving quick¬ 
ly as a steady stream of 
officials, largely from the 
State Department, are ap¬ 
pearing behind closed 
doors this week, some pro¬ 
viding vivid details about 
the events surrounding the 
J uly 25 phone call between 
Trump and Ukrainian Presi¬ 
dent Volodymyr Zalenskiy, 
in which Trump urged Zal¬ 
enskiy to investigate a firm 
tied to political rival Joe 
Biden'sfamily and Ukraine's 
own involvement in the 
2016 presidential election. 

In 10 hours of testimony 
Monday, a former White 
House aide, Fiona Hill, re¬ 
counted that national se¬ 
curity adviser John Bolton 
was so alarmed by Rudy 
Giuliani's back-channel 
activities in Ukraine that he 
described Trump's personal 
lawyerasa "hand grenade 
who is going to blow every¬ 
body up." 

"fhe former White House 
aide detailed Bolton's con¬ 
cerns to lawmakers and 
told them that she had at 
least two meetingswith Na¬ 
tional Security Council law¬ 
yer John Eisenberg about 
the matter at Bolton's re¬ 
quest, according to a per¬ 
son familiar with the testi¬ 
mony who requested ano¬ 
nymity to discuss the confi¬ 
dential interview. 

Hill, a top adviser on Russia, 
also discussed U.S. ambas¬ 
sador Gordon Sondland 
and acting White House 
chief of staff Mick Mul- 
vaney, the person said, tell¬ 
ing the three committees 
leading the investigation 
that Bolton also told her he 
was not part of "whatever 
drug deal Sondland and 
Mulvaneyare cooking up," 
an apparent reference to 
talks over Ukraine. 

Giuliani was heavily in¬ 
volved in the effort to pres¬ 
sure Ukraine on the inves¬ 
tigations. He said Tuesday 
he was "very disappoint¬ 
ed" in Bolton's comment. 
Bolton, Giuliani said, "has 


been called much worse." 
Giuliani a Iso acknowledged 
he had received payments 
totaling $500,000 related 
to the work fora company 
operated by Lev Pamas 
who, along with associate 
IgorFruman, played a key 
role in Giuliani's efforts to 
launch a Ukrainian corrup¬ 
tion investigation against 
Biden and his son, Hunter. 
The two men were arrested 
last week on campaign 
finance charges as they 
tried to board an interna¬ 
tional flig ht. 

Giuliani'sattomeyj on Sale, 
hasnotified law make ns that 
Giuliani will not comply with 
a subpoena issued to ap¬ 
pear before House investi¬ 
gators in the impeachment 
inquiry. Democrats set a 
Wednesday deadline for 
Giuliani to provide docu¬ 
ments a nd it is unc lea r how 
they will respond to his re¬ 
fusal to comply. 

On Tuesday, House investi¬ 
gators heard from Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of State 
George Kent, who was 
concerned about the 'fake 
news smear" against the 
U.S. ambassadorto Ukraine, 
Marie Yovanovitch, whom 
Trump recalled in May, ac¬ 
cording to emails obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

The interviews, like the oth¬ 
ers conducted by House 
impeachment investiga¬ 
tors, took place behind 
closed doors. Republican 
lawmakers have aimed 
their ire at the process, say¬ 
ing witnesses should be in¬ 
terviewed out in the open. 
Hill also told the investiga¬ 
tors that she had strongly 
and repeatedly objected 
to Yovanovitch's ouster, 
according to the person 
familiar with the testimony. 
Yovanovitch testified to the 
impeachment investigators 
Friday that Trump pressured 
the State Department to 
fire her. 

Hill quoted Bolton, whom 
Trump forced out last 
month, as saying in one 
conversation that Giu-

A whistleblower complaint 
about that call, latermade 
public, prompted Pelosi to 
launch the impeachment 
inquiry. 

Five more officials are 
scheduled this week, mostly 
from the State Department, 
though it is unclear if they 
will all appear after Trump 
declared he wouldn't co¬ 
operate with the probe. 
Sondland is expected to 
appear for a deposition 
under subpoena Thursday 
and will certainly be asked 
a bout those talks 
Sondland, who is the U.S. 
ambassador to the Euro¬ 
pean Union, is expected 
to tell Congress that a text 
message released earlier 
this month reassuring an¬ 
other envoy that there was 
no quid pro quo in their 
interactions with Ukraine 
was based solely on what 
Trump told him, according 
to a person fa miliar with his 
coming testimony. 

The cache of text messag¬ 
es was provided by one of 
the inquiry's first witnesses, 
former Ukrainian envoy 
Kurt Volker, and detailed 
attempts by the diplomats 


to serve as intermediar¬ 
ies around the time Trump 
urged Zalenskiy to start the 
investigations into a com¬ 
pany linked to Biden'sson. 
Michael McKinley, a former 
top aide to Secretary of 
State Mike Pompeo who re¬ 
signed last week, is sched¬ 
uled to testify Wednesday. 
McKinley, a career foreign 
service officer and Pom- 
peo's de facto chief of 
staff, resigned Friday, end¬ 
ing a 37-year career. 

In the emails from March, 
Kent shares with other 
State Department officials 
a "daily update of the fake 
news driven smear out of 
Ukraine."The emails include 
news reports and other 
commentary, some from 
U.S. journalists, that "goes 
after Masha," as Yovano¬ 
vitch was known. 

While interviews have fo¬ 
cused on the interactions 
with Ukraine, the probe 
could broaden as soon as 
next week to include in¬ 
terviews with White House 
budget officials who may 
be able to shed light on 
whether military aid was 
withheld from Ukraine as 
Trump and Giuliani pushed 
for the investigations. 

The three committeeslead- 


ing the probe are seeking 
interviews next week with 
Russell Vought, acting di- 
rectorofthe Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budget, and 
Michael Duffey, another 
OMB official who leads na¬ 
tional security programs, 
according to a person fa¬ 
miliar with those requests 
That person wasn't autho¬ 
rized to discuss the invita¬ 
tions and requested ano¬ 
nymity. 

Once Democrats have 
completed the probe and 
followed any otherthreads 
it produces, they will use 
their findings to help deter¬ 
mine whether to vote on 
artic lesof impeachment. 
Because of the Trump ad¬ 
ministration's edict, the 
Democrats have been 
subpoenaing witnesses as 
they arrived for their inter¬ 
views— a move sometimes 
known as a 'friendly" sub¬ 
poena that could give the 
witnesses additional legal 
protection as they testify. 
Top Democrats say testi¬ 
mony and evidence com¬ 
ing in from other witnesses, 
and even the Republican 
president himself, are back¬ 
ing up the whistleblower's 
account of Trump's J uly 25

The founder of #MeToo is 
using the second anniver¬ 
sary of the movement to 
launch a new effort intend¬ 
ed to mobilize votershead¬ 
ing into the 2020 election. 
Ihe new hashtag 
#MeTooVoterwas unveiled 
Tuesday, on the same day 
as the fourth Democratic 
presidential debate and 
reflects a frustration among 
a c tiv ists th a t issu e s o f se xu a I 
violence and harassment 
have largely been absent 
from the debate stage and 
campaign trail. 

'You can't have 12 mil¬ 
lion people respond to a 
hashtag in this country and 
they not be constituents, 
taxpayers, and voters," 
#MeToo founder Tarana 
Burke said in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 
"We need these candi- 
datesto see us as a power 
base. So many people en¬ 
gage with survivors from a 
place of pity." 

A record number of wom¬ 
en are running in the 2020 
Democratic field, and 
women will be a pivotal 
bloc in both the primary 
and the general election. 
Still, women are too often 
treated like a special inter¬ 
est group rather than the 
majority of the American 
electorate, said Ai-jen Poo, 
directorof the National Do¬ 
mestic Workers Alliance, 
which is partnering with 
#MeToo on voter educa¬ 
tion, mobilization and turn¬ 
out efforts over the next 


year. 'The whole point of 
#MeTooVoteristo say that 
survivors are a huge po¬ 
litical force and incredibly 
motivated in this moment," 
Poo said. 'We're going to 
be calling on anyone who's 
serious about governing 
and leading this country 
forward to actually an¬ 
swer for how they're going 
to make this country more 
safe." 

Burke said that nearly a 
year into the Democratic 
primary, none of the 2020 
hopefuls has spoken to 
her as they have shaped 
their presidential platforms, 
which she said points to a 
lack of urgency even amid 
a climate of increased 
awareness around the is¬ 
sue. She hopes #MeTooVo- 
ter will prompt debate 
moderators to ask a ques¬ 
tion about sexual violence 
at the next debate, but 
does not expect the topic 
to come up on Tuesday. 
Whether #MeToo makes 
the debate stage or not, 
Burke said she is consider¬ 
ing a town hall around the 
issue to hearmore fully from 
candidates about their 
stances 

It was on the one-year an¬ 
niversary of when #MeToo 
became a viral hashtag 
that Burke was still reeling 
from the confirmation of 
Supreme CourtJ ustice Brett 
Kavanaugh , whose nomi¬ 
nation hearing focused 
largely on allegations of 
sexual assault when he was 
a teenager. 

The hearing, watched by 


millionsand seenasa major 
turning point in the MeToo 
movement, was seen by 
some women asa setback 
to efforts to hold men ac¬ 
countable for sexual vio¬ 
lence. For Burke, the mo¬ 
ment wasa turning point. 

"It was the first time we saw 
survivors en masse come 
outand puttheirbodieson 
the line for this issue," said 
Burke. "It was the moment 
I realized we had to form 
as an organization. Peo¬ 
ple are willing to stand up, 
march, talk, come out in 
the rain. People are ready 
forth is moment." 
Supermajority co-founder 
Cecile Richards said the 
issue of sexual violence is 
something the organiza¬ 
tion, which is a #MeTooVo¬ 
ter partner, has identified 
as an election-year priority 
among women. 


"Any candidate who wants 
the support of women, I 
hope understands the im¬ 
portance of speaking to 
the issues that are on the 
minds of millions of voters 


in this country," Richards 
said. 'Women don't feel 
safe in America. There's 
been very little conversa¬ 
tion about this, and that's 
unacceptable.'□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A de¬ 
structive fine that exploded 
on the edge of Los Angeles 
began beneath a high- 
voltage transmission tower 
owned by Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison, fire officiaIssaid 
Monday. 

Los Angeles Fire Depart¬ 
ment arson investigators 
determined the origin of 
the Saddle Ridge Fire was 
beneath power lines on a 
dry, steep hillside above 
the city's Sylmar neighbor¬ 
hood, Capt. Erik Scott told 
The Associated Press. The 
cause remained under in¬ 
vestigation. 

The fire that started Thurs¬ 
day night burned nearly 8, 
400acres(13.1 square miles 
or 34 square kilometers), 
destroyed 17 structures and 
damaged dozens more. 
One man died of a heart 
attack during the fire in 
the PorterRanch neighbor¬ 
hood, offic ia Is said. 

The fire department had 
said Friday that a witness 
saw sparks or flames com¬ 
ing from a power line near 
where the fire was believed 
to have started. At least 
two people told LA TV sta¬ 
tions that they saw fire near 
power lines above Saddle 
Ridge Road around the 


time the blaze broke out. 
Afterseveral deadly blazes 
in the past two years have 
been blamed on treesand 
vegetation hitting power 
lines and other causes in¬ 
volving electrical equip¬ 
ment, utilities have been 
given authority to shut off 
power when fire risk is ex¬ 
tremely high. 

Just two days before the 
Los Angeles fire broke out, 


Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
had cut power to nearly 2 
million people in Northern 
California to prevent a re¬ 
peat of catastrophic fires 
in that part of the state, 
including a blaze that de¬ 
stroyed the town of Para¬ 
dise and killed 85 people. 
SoCal Edison had warned it 
mightcutpowerto close to 
200,000 customers in com¬ 
munities throughout the 


region to prevent its equip¬ 
ment from sparking a wild¬ 
fire. But it wasn't clear Mon¬ 
day if the fire originated in 
an area that could have 
had the powershut off pre¬ 
emptively. 

SoCal Edison declined 
to comment on the fire's 
source. The utility reported 
to state regulators that its 
system was affected near 
the reported location and 


time of the fire, spokes¬ 
woman Susan Coxsaid. 

It filed the report Friday with 
the California Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission "out of an 
abundance of caution," 
Cox said. She did not have 
additional details such as 
the kind of system, how it 
was affected or what the 
effects were. 

Electric utilities must file 
reports in four instances: 
when there is a fatality or 
injury that involves elec¬ 
tric facilities, when there is 
damage to property over 
$50,000, when there is sig¬ 
nificant media coverage, 
and when there is a ma¬ 
jor outage to at least 10% 
of the service territory at 
once, said Terrie Prosper, a 
spokeswoman for the com¬ 
mission. 

The report is confidential 
and not publicly available, 
Prospersaid. 

The fire erupted Thurs¬ 
day night and was rapidly 
spread by strong Santa 
Ana winds. 

Residents of Saddle Ridge 
Road said they fled their 
homes as gusts drove the 
flames down the hillside 
and tossed embers into 
the neighborhood, lighting 
trees and setting bushes 
a blaze.□ 


J ustices seem likely to uphold 
Rjerto Rico oversight board

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Supreme Court seems likely 
to leave in place the over¬ 
sight board established by 
Congress to help Puerto 
Rico out of a devastat¬ 
ing fina nc ia I c risis tha t wa s 
deepened by Flurricane 
Maria in 2017. 

The justices voiced skepti¬ 


cism on Tuesday about a 
constitutional challenge to 
the oversight board'scorn- 
position that could affect 
more than $100 billion in 
debt and the island's eco¬ 
nomic future. 

Fledge funds that invested 
in Puerto Rican bonds are 
leading the case against 
the board. 

A lower court ruled in Feb¬ 


ruary that board members 
were appointed in viola¬ 
tion of the Constitution be¬ 
cause they were not con¬ 
firmed by the Senate. 

The president selects the 
board'sseven voting mem¬ 
bers. They and one other 
non-voting member cho¬ 
sen by Puerto Rico'sgover- 
nor approve budgets and 
fiscal plans drawn up by 
the island's government. 
The board also handles 
bankruptcy-like cases that 
allow the island to restruc¬ 
ture its debts. 

J ustice Samuel Alito asked 
facetiously if it's "excessive¬ 
ly cynical" to think that the 
hedge funds were more 
interested in the money 
at stake than the constitu¬ 
tional challenge they are 


mounting. 

The oversight board and 
the Trump administration 
appealed the ruling by the 
1st U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals in Boston. There ap¬ 
peared to be substantial 
support for their arguments 
that the board's makeup 
is not controlled by the 
Constitution's provision on 
appointments, but by a 
different provision giving 
Congress significant con¬ 
trol over U.S. territories, of 
which Puerto Rico isone. 
Legislation passed by Con¬ 
gress in 2016 directed the 
oversight board to act "on 
behalf of Puerto Rico and 
its people and its agen¬ 
cies," J ustice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg said. 

The appeals court gave 


the president time to recti¬ 
fy the problem by re-nom¬ 
inating the members and 
getting them approved 
by the Senate. President 
Donald Trump has sent the 
nominations to the Senate, 
which has not acted on 
them while the court case 
is pending. 

Even if the justices up¬ 
hold the lower court ruling 
against the board, itcould 
simultaneously also ratify 
the actions it has taken to 
date because throwing 
them out would be very 
disruptive to the island's re¬ 
covery.

Associated Press 


California oil 

lac ility fine prompts 

warnings to residents 


CROCKETT, Calif. (AP) — A 

fine at an oil storage facil¬ 
ity in the San Francisco Bay 
Area prompted a hazard¬ 
ous materials emergency 
Tuesday afternoon that led 
authorities to order about 
12,000 people in two com¬ 
munities to stay inside with 
all windows and doors 
closed. 

Ihick plumes of black 
smoke and flames filled the 
skyline around the NuStar 
Energy LP facility in Crock¬ 
ett, California, about 30 
miles (50 kilometers) north¬ 
east of Sa n Fra nc isc o. 

'This is a very dynamic, rap¬ 
idly evolving situation," said 
Capt. George Laing of the 
Contra Costa Fire Depart¬ 
ment. "We've got two tanks 
that are releasing chemi¬ 
cals that are still burning." 
The Contra Costa Health 
Department posted on 
Twitter that there was a 
"hazardous materia Is emer¬ 
gency" in the towns of 
Crockett, home to about 
3,100 people, and Rodeo, 


population 8,700. The de¬ 
partment urged residents 
to stay inside and close all 
windowsand doors. 

'Cover any cracks around 
doorsorwindowswith tape 
or damp towels. Stay off 
the phone unless you need 
to report a life-threatening 
emergency at your loca¬ 
tion." 

The city of Vallejo also 
tweeted that its residents 
should stay inside. 

Contra Costa Fire Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Steve Hill 
said that an hour into bat¬ 
tling the blaze, which start¬ 
ed around 2 p.m., firefight¬ 
ers seemed to be making 
progress and were keep¬ 
ing adjacent tanks cooled 
with water. Interstate 80 
was closed. Officials said 
they did not immediately 
know the cause of the fire 
and whetherthere wasany 
connection to a 4.5-magni- 
tude earthquake Monday 
night centered in the East 
Bay city of Pleasant Hill,

Bomb scare at Montana school 
toms out to be false alaim

HELENA, Mont (AP) — Au¬ 
thorities evacuated an el¬ 
ementary school in Mon¬ 
tana's capital city on Tues¬ 
day after officials found 
what they thought were 
the remnants of a home¬ 
made bomb, but it turned 
out to be a plastic bottle 
filled with nuts and bolts left 
in the schoolyard. 

School officials made the 
discovery shortly before 
classes began at Rossiter 
Elementary School. They 
blocked off the area and 
called 911 at about 8:20 
a.m., said Lewis and Clark 
County Sheriff Leo Dutton. 
An investigation found the 
plastic bottle wrapped in 
black electrical tape was 
full of washers, nuts and 
bolts, along with a non¬ 
flammable unidentified liq¬ 
uid, Dutton said. There was 


no detonator attached to 
the bottle. 

A homeless person found 
the bottle at a construction 
site and left it at the play¬ 
ground, he said. No threat 
had been made against 
the school, and there were 
no injuriesordamage. 
"Pretty much it's solved," 
Dutton said Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon. 'We know who 
put it there and it wasn't 
malicious. It did look like a 
bomb. The school acted 
appropriately." 

The 490 students walked to 
a nearby location where 
theycould be picked up by 
their parents, said Superin¬ 
tendent TylerReam. School 
buses kept them warm. 
Police closed the school 
and searched the grounds 
for additional devices, 
and thousands of students 
across Helena and East 
Helena were kept inside 


while authorities swept for 
bombs, authorities said. 
Searches also were con¬ 
ducted atthe state Capitol 
and government buildings, 
Dutton said. 

The deputieswho respond¬ 
ed initially believed it was 
a bomb, Dutton said. 'They 
were looking at a debris 
field, what looked like a de¬ 
bris field," he said. 

"It wasn't until we could get 
the bomb squad in there 
and the evidence team 
that we learned exactly 
what it was," Dutton said. 
'You wouldn't expect any 
patrol deputy to pick it up 
and look at it and possibly 
injure himself orothers." 
Classes were scheduled to 
resume Wednesday, said 
Ream, who planned to 
meet with teachers and 
staff to discuss how they

LUXEMBOURG (AP) — A 

Brexit divorce deal is still 
possible ahead of this 
week's European Union 
summit, the bloc said Tues¬ 
day — but only if the British 
government makes more 
compromises to seal an 
agreement in the coming 
hours. 

Even though many ques¬ 
tions remain, diplomats 
made it clear that both 
sides were for the first time 
within touching distance 
since an earlier U.K. with¬ 
drawal plan fell a part in the 
British House of Commons 
in March. 

Britain is scheduled to leave 
the EU on Oct. 31, and this 
week's EU leaders' meet¬ 
ing — the last scheduled 
summit before the Brexit 
deadline — was long con¬ 
sidered the last opportu¬ 
nity to approve a divorce 
agreement. British Prime 
Minister BorisJ ohnson insists 
his country will leave atthe 
end of the month with or 
without an agreement, but 
British lawmakers a re deter¬ 
mined to avoid a no-deal 
Brexit. 

EU Brexit negotiator Michel 
Bamier said at a meeting of 
EU ministers that the main 


c ha llenge now is to turn the 
new British proposalson the 
complex Irish bonder issue 
into something binding. EU 
member Ireland hasa land 
border with the U.K.'s North¬ 
ern Ireland, and both want 
to keep goodsand people 
flowing freely across the 


currently invisible border. 

A frictionless bonder under¬ 
pins both the local econ¬ 
omy and the 1998 peace 
accord that ended de¬ 
cades of Catholic-Protes¬ 
tant violence in Northern 
Ireland. But once Britain ex¬ 
its, that border will turn into

an external EU frontier that 
the bloc wants to keep se¬ 
cure. 

Bamier said it's "high time 
to turn good intentions into 
a legal text." He wants a 
clear answer by Wednes¬ 
day morning, so EU capitals 
can prepare for the bloc's 
two-day summit that be¬ 
gins Thursday. 

"Even if an agreement will 
be difficult — more and 
more difficult, we think — 
it is still possible this week," 
Bamier said. 

The big question is how far 
Johnson's government is 
prepared to budge on its 
insistence that the U.K., in¬ 
cluding Northern Ireland, 
must leave the European 
Union's customs union — 
something that would re¬ 
quire checks on goods 
passing between the Brit¬ 
ain and the EU, including 
on the island of Ireland. 

The government has given 
away little d eta il of the p ro- 
posals it has made to the 
EU to remove that require¬ 
ment. 

Johnson's spokesman, 
James Slack, rejected sug¬ 
gestions Britain had only 
until the end of the day to 
firm up itsproposalsbutsaid 
'the prime minister is aware 
of the time constraints that 
we are under." 

On Tuesday, Johnson 
called French President 
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Emmanuel Macron — one 
of the EU leaders most 
skeptical about Britain's in¬ 
tentions— to discusswhere 
elements of a compro¬ 
mise could be found. Slack 
called the conversation 
"constructive." 

Irish Foreign Minister Simon 
Coveney, who had a long, 
intense talk with Bamier 
early Tuesday, said the EU 
believes a deal "is difficult, 
but it is doable." He said 
Bamieraddressed EU minis¬ 
ters and "did point to prog¬ 
ress in the last number of 
days where the gaps have 
been narrowed." 

A senior German official 
wouldn't rule out a Brexit 
agreement in principle by 
Wednesday afternoon, but 
stressed the importance of 
the specifics — and how 
time consuming they will 
be to work out. 

'The basis for our decisions 
a re lega I texts in whic h the 
details are settled," the of¬ 
ficial, who briefed reporters 
on condition of anonym¬ 
ity in line with department 
rules, said in Berlin. "But 
there has been progress, 
and as always in these 
negotiations the biggest 
progress happens overthe 
final meters." 

Late Monday, Dutch For¬ 
eign Minister Stef Blok said 
the British proposalsto keep 
the Irish border protected 
from smuggling and fraud 
once it leaves the bloc 
were insufficient. 

'The U.K. proposal con¬ 
tained some steps forward 
but not enough to guaran¬ 
tee that the internal mar¬ 
ket will be protected," Blok 
said. 

EU ministers insisted it was 
Johnson's turn to make 
the next move — and he 
seemed to be listening. In 
addition to the call with 
Macron, Johnson shifted 
Britain's weekly Cabinet 
meeting from Tuesday to 
Wednesday, so he could 
give his ministers a better 
idea of Brexit progress. 

If talks fail or stumble 
ahead of the EU summit, 
there could always be an 
extraordinary meeting just 
ahead of the Oct. 31 Brexit 
departure — or the Brexit 
deadline could be extend¬ 
ed again. It has already 
been postponed twice.Q

security services said Tues¬ 
day they're seeking greater 
powers to fight the kind of 
far-right extremism behind 
last week's synagogue at¬ 
tack, including requiring 
internet companies to re¬ 
port illegal hate speech to 
police. 

A 27-year-old German man 
previously unknown to po¬ 
lice confessed to carrying 
out the attack in the east¬ 
ern city of Halle in which 
two people were killed 
Wednesday. 

Ihe suspected gunman, 
identified by prosecutors 
only as Stephan B. due to 
privacy rules, allegedly built 
the firearms he used with 
the help of online instruc¬ 
tions, posted an anti-Semit¬ 
ic screed before the attack 
and later broadcast the 
shooting live on a popular 
gaming site. 


In response to the attack 
and previous incidents, 
German officials have 


called for more officers to 
be devoted to tackling 
far-right extremism and a 


greater focus on online 
platforms they say are in¬ 
creasingly being used as 


a means of spreading far- 
right radicalism and linking 
up with like-minded people 
in a way already seen with 
Islamist extremism. 

Ihomas Haldenwang, who 
heads the BfV domestic 
intelligence agency, said 
the attack in Halle and 
similar shootings in Texas, 
New Zealand and Norway 
showed the need for se¬ 
curity services to get bet¬ 
ter tools to tackle online 
extremism. In particular, he 
called for authorities to be 
given permission to install 
monitoring software on sus- 
pect'sdevicesso asto read 
their encrypted communi¬ 
cation. 

Holger Muench, head of 
the Federal Criminal Police 
Office, said online threats 
and acts of violence are 
creating a "climate of fear" 
in Germany that is deter¬ 
ring people from volunteer¬ 
ing for public office.□

Fra nc e's hea Ith c a re system 
would coverthe cost of the 
assisted reproduction pro¬ 
cedures for all women un- 
der43. 

French law currently allows 
in vitro fertilization and re¬ 
lated procedures only for 
infertile heterosexual cou¬ 
ples. Many ineligible French 
women travel abroad to 
undergo IVFtreatment. 
Sand fine Rudnicki, 38, a sin¬ 
gle woman who lives near 
Orleans in central France, 
went to Denmark for IVF 
treatment and now is the 
mother of a 10-month-old 
daughter, Emilia. 


She said she's "delighted" 
in-vitro fertilization is set to 
become legal for women 
like her because she feels 
like her family of two is "not 
accepted" under the cur¬ 
rent situation. 

Rudnicki estimated it 
cost about 10,000 euros 
($10,997), travel included, 
forherto get IVF in another 
country. 

'This erases all sorts of in¬ 
equalities," she said added. 
Lesbian couples, single

The Kurdish-led 
administration itself invited 
Syrian government troops 
to the area to defend 
against the Turkish assault 
after the U.S. abandoned 
them and began pulling its 
sold iersout. 

Foreigners who had en¬ 
tered "Rojava" —as the 
Kurds call their region- 
now woke up to uncer¬ 
tainty over who would 
be in charge. If back with 
Damascus in control, they 
would effectively be in the 
country illegally. 

Ihe departing foreigners 
were the main activity at 
the Semelka crossing Mon¬ 
day. Ihe truck lane of the 
usually bustling commer¬ 


cial gateway was empty— 
one pick-up with sheep in 
the back stood in the park¬ 
ing lot. Dozens of Syrians 
waited to cross into Iraq, 
though few organizations 
made official announce¬ 
ments, it appeared almost 
all foreigners working for 
aid groups were leaving. 
Dozensof foreign journalists 
covering the offensive also 
pulled out, fearing getting 
caught in the government's 


security web. 

the Kurds set up their ad¬ 
ministration in the northeast 
a fte rthe Syria n g o ve m me nt 
pulled out its troops seven 
years ago to fight rebels 
elsewhere at the height of 
the civil war. When Islamic 
State militants swarmed 
their areas, the Kurds a Hied 
with the United States to 
fig ht them. 

With oil resources recap¬ 
tured from IS, water re¬ 


sources and millions of dol¬ 
lars in foreign aid, the Kurd- 
ish-led administration setup 
functioning institutions and 
has pushed ahead with re¬ 
construction and develop¬ 
ment after the devastation 
of the war on IS. Aid work¬ 
ers, construction firms and 
contractors were drawn to 
the area. Even exiled Kurds 
returned. 

But Rojava was never rec¬

Its administration 
of Semelka, the territory's 
only crossing to the outside 
world, was informal. 

'This is our nightmare sce¬ 
nario," said Made Fergu¬ 
son, Mercy Corps' deputy 
country director for Syria, 
which had to pull its inter¬ 
national staff out of north¬ 
eastern Syria. 

'There are tens of thou¬ 
sands of people on the 
run and we have no way 
of getting to them. We've 
had to pull ourintemational 
staff out of northeast Syria.

Wildfires spread through parts of Lebanon, Syria

A heat wave in the region 
coupled with strong winds 


intensified the fires that be¬ 
gan a day earlier in mostly 
pine forests around the 
country and three prov¬ 
inces in neighboring Syria. 
There were no reports of 
fatalities from the fires — 
among the worst to hit Leb¬ 
anon in years. 

Fire crews were over¬ 
whelmed by the flames 
in the Mount Lebanon re¬ 
gion early Tuesday, forc¬ 
ing the Interior Ministry to 
send riot police with en¬ 
gines equipped with water 
cannonsto help. Two small 
aircraft were sent from the 
nearby Mediterranean is¬ 
land of Cyprus to help put 
out the flames. 

'Your planes are now fight¬ 
ing fires in Lebanon as we 
speak here," Lebanon's 


Defense Minister Elias Bou 
Saab said during a visit to 
Cyprus. 

Lebanon's Prime Minister 
Saad Hariri said if the fires 
turn out to be intentional 
those behind it "will pay a 
price." Hariri added that 
an investigation will be 
opened to know what 
caused the fires 
In Damour, a coastal vil¬ 
lage south of Beirut, more 
than a dozen charred cars 
w on the side of a road. 
Most of the homes nearby 
escaped the damage. 

The state has been widely 
criticized by residents be¬ 
cause Lebanon bought 
three aircraft several years 
ago to be used in extin¬ 
guishing fires but they have 
been parked at Beirut's 


airport with no money to 
maintain them. 

Asthe firesraged overnight, 
a correspondent burst into 
tears while live on TV, say¬ 
ing she could hear people 
scream for help inside their 
homes but no one could 
reach them.

China says postal fees to rise afler US complaint 


BEIJING (AP) — Fees paid 
by China to the United 
States and other countries 
to deliver packages will 
nearly triple through 2025 
under an agreement by 
the global postal union 
following complaints by 
Washington, the Chinese 
post office said Tuesday. 
Payments will rise 27% next 
year and by 164% in total 
through 2025 under the 
Sept. 25 agreement by 
members of the Universal 
Postal Union, the State Post¬ 
al Bureau said in a state¬ 
ment. 


The Trump administration 
complained the U.S. Post 
Office was subsidizing Chi¬ 
nese exporters, which it 
said pay too little to deliver 
the vast volume of pack¬ 
ages generated by online 
commerce. 

Washington threatened to 
pull out of the 192-member 
group, which other mem¬ 
bers said would disrupt 
global postal operations 
The increase will "push up 
the cost of cross-border 
e-commerce logistics in 
China, bringing a certain 
impact," a deputy director 


of the postal bureau, Gao 
Hongtao, said in the state¬ 
ment. 

Gao said the impact on 
China overall should be 
small because fees paid 
to its post office also will in¬ 
crease. 

The U.S. complaint cen¬ 
tered on reimbursement 
for delivering "bulky letters 
and small parcels," usu¬ 
ally weighing more than 
2 kilograms (AV 2 pounds).

Grieving family members of 
the 13 police officeis killed 
in an apparent cartel am¬ 
bush gathered outside a 
funeral home in the Mexi¬ 
can state of Michoacan on 
Tuesday, many of them an¬ 
gry at the government and 
police chiefs they believe 
sent their loved ones to a 
certain death. 

'The good ones are here," 
said the brother of slain 
officer Marco Antonio 
Gonzalez, 20, gesturing at 
the massive funeral hall. 
"And those responsible for 
this, they are also here," he 
said just as the state's po¬ 
lice chief and his top brass 
got out of cars. The man 
and other relatives refused 
to give their names for fear 
of reprisa Is 

More than 30 suspected 
cartel gunmen waylaid 
the police officers in the 
town of El Aguaje on Mon¬ 
day as they were travel¬ 
ing in a convoy to serve 
a warrant. Nine officers 
were also wounded in the 
worst attack on Mexican 
law enforcement in years, 
in a western state where 
violence blamed on drug 
gangs has jumped in re¬ 
cent months. 


President Andres Manuel 
Lopez Obrador called the 
attack "regrettable" but 
said he remains committed 
to his security approach 
emphasizing underlying 
social problems, which he 
often references as "hugs, 
not bullets," in the face of 
national homicide figures 
that have been setting all- 
time highs. 

"We are going to con¬ 
tinue with our strategy," 


Lopez Obrador said Tues¬ 
day, adding he is "opti¬ 
mistic" that peace can be 
achieved in the country. 
'This is a violent area and 
we are going to continue 
addressing the causes that 
create this social decom¬ 
position," the president 
said. "For us it is very impor¬ 
tant forthere to be well-be¬ 
ing, that peace with justice 
can be achieved ... and 
also avoiding that authori¬ 


ties mix with crime." 

Signs left at the scene of 
the attack in the town of El 
Aguaje, Aguililla municipal¬ 
ity, were apparently signed 
bythej alisco New Genera¬ 
tion cartel, one of Mexico's 
most powerful gangs. 

At the funeral home in the 
state capital, Morelia, rela- 
tivesofthe dead described 
a situation in which rela¬ 
tively young, new, lightly 
armed police were sent in 


to confront hardened foes 
with heavier armament, 
without any support. 
Gonzalez graduated from 
the police academy just 
nine months earlier; he 
left behind a 1-year-old 
son and a wife who is five 
months pregnant. 

'They asked for help, rein¬ 
forcements, and it never 
arrived," hisbrothersaid, al¬ 
luding to recondingsof des¬ 
perate radio calls sent out 
asthe convoy came under 
intense fire. 

The attackers let loose with 
munitions including .50 cali¬ 
ber sniper rifles and AR-15 
and AK-47 assault rifles, 
and at least some were 
in armored vehicles, state 
prosecutors said. Some of 
the officers' bodies were still 
inside patrol trucks when 
they were set on fire. 

G o nza lez's b rathe r sug g est- 
ed there must have been 
an informant and the offi- 
cerswere set up. 

"They say this is not going to 
go unpunished, when we 
know that in this state ev¬ 
erything goes unpunished," 
the officer's uncle said.

7-story building collapses in Brazil; ldead, others trapped

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — A 

seven-story building col¬ 
lapsed Tuesday in an up¬ 
scale part of the Brazilian 
city of Fortaleza, killing 
one person and leaving 
others trapped with some 
communicating with fam¬ 
ily members by cellphone 
from under debris, officials 
said. 

Fire department com¬ 
mander Cleyton Bezerra 
said nine people were miss¬ 
ing, though it was unclear 
if they were underthe rub¬ 
ble or just unreachable by 
relatives and friends Ten 
survivors have been found 
along with an unidentified 
body. 

"It is a difficult situation; 
there are parts(ofthe build¬ 
ing) that can still collapse," 
said Bezerra, who led the 
rescue operation. 


Authorities in the city of 2.6 
million inhabitants in Brazil's 
northeast said two trapped 
people were communicat¬ 
ing with relatives and res 
cuers by phone. Rescuers 
urged people at the site to 
be silent to allow them to 


hea r noises in the rubble. 
"For now we are trying to 
hear sounds that indicate 
where people are. There 
are several layers of de¬ 
bris," said fire department 
spokesman Romario Fer¬ 
nandes He said the rescue 


operation is expected to 
last days 

Witnesses said they saw 
people in the building 
shortly before it collapsed. 
Daiane Moreira was work¬ 
ing next to the building 
when it collapsed. 

"I just heard a boom and 
the building came down 
at once. A man came out 
drenched in blood and 
with a broken arm; he was 
the only one we could 
help," Moreira told journal¬ 
ists at the scene, as rela¬ 
tives and friends of building 
residents wept and waited 
for information. 

Francineudo Rodrigues 
criticized the maintenance 
ofthe building where hisfa- 
ther Francisco has worked 
as a doorman for eight 
years. 

"I've see n c ra c ks in c o lumns; 
I've seen many problems 
that were not solved since 


I started coming here," Ro- 
driguestold journalists. 
Rodrigues, who also does 
jobsatthe building, said his 
fatherisalive ata local hos¬ 
pital. 

"Nothing ever changed in 
this building. It is the same 
as what I saw when my fa¬ 
ther started working here," 
he said. 

Fortaleza Mayor Roberto 
Claudio said it was not 
immediately clear what 
caused the building to col¬ 
lapse. He promised a "rigor¬ 
ous investigation." 

'The only information we 
have is that it was an old 
building. We don't have 
specific information on li¬ 
censes, permissions," Clau¬ 
dio sa id. 

The building is located in 
central Fortaleza about 2 
miles (3 kilometers) south of

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Donald Trump 
honored the Stanley Cup 
champion St. Louis Blues 
on Tuesday, using the oc¬ 
casion to announce an en¬ 
voy to Turkey, mention the 
economy and an agricul¬ 
ture deal with China and 
laugh off the possibility of 
impeachment. 

Forthe Blues, it was mo re of 
a last chance to celebrate 
the first title in franchise his¬ 
tory than a political state¬ 
ment. Like previous NHL 
champions, they decided 
to keep with the long-held 
tradition of visiting the pres¬ 
ident at the White House 
amid teams from the NBA 
and other leagues either 
declining or not receiving 
an invitation or being disin- 
vited by Trump. 

St. Louis has a heavy con¬ 
centration of Canadians 
and just one American still 
on the nosterfromthe group 
that beat the Boston Bruins 
in the Cup Final. Every re¬ 
turning playerfrom the Cup 
champions took the tour, 
met with Trump and was 
present for the ceremony 
in the Rose Garden. 

"No matter what we do, 
we do it as a group," alter¬ 
nate captain Alex Steen 
said. "I think that's how we 
won. We're a very tight-knit 
group." 

Trump veered off into talk 
about bringing soldiers 
home from overseas and 
the stock market and re¬ 
vealed Vice President Mike 
Pence was traveling to Tur¬ 
key to try to reach a cease¬ 
fire deal. When he circled 
back to the Blues, he went 
through their improbable 
run from last place in the 
league to champions with 
nods to Steen, owner Tom 
Stillman, captain Alex Pi- 
etrangelo, goaltender J or- 
dan Binnington, forward 
Jaden Schwartz — who he 
called 'Jason"—and play¬ 
off MVP Ryan O'Reilly. 

"Being able to see (the 
Oval) Office and get a 
tour of the White House, it 
doesn't get much better 
than that," said Schwartz, 
who acknowledged he 
might have a new nick¬ 
name.

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than 100 pitches in, Ste¬ 
phen Strasbung was ada¬ 
mant he wasn't quite ready 
to leave the latest superb 
start by a Nationals pitcher 
againstthe St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals in the NL Champion¬ 
ship Series — a win that put 
Washington on the verge 
ofthe city's first World Series 
in 86years. 

It was the seventh inning, 
and manager Dave Marti¬ 
nez noticed Strasburg had 
flexed his right leg and 
reached forthat hamstring. 
So the skipper and a train¬ 
er went to the mound to 
checkon theirguy. 

"I was trying to explain to 
him, 'Hey, you just grabbed 
your hamstring, so there's 
a little concern,'" Martinez 
recalled. "He said, 'No, I 
cramped up. It's fine. I al¬ 
ways cramp up.' He said, 
'I'm staying in the game. I 
want to finish this inning.' 
I said, 'You sure you're all 
right?' He said, 'I'm in the 
game!"' 

Ihe right-hander did, in¬ 
deed, stay in. Even struck 
out the next two batters to 
ra ise his tota I to 12 Ks, ea c h 
finished with an off-speed 
pitch. Strasburg took his 
turn silencing the Cardinals' 
struggling bats, Nationals 
postseason starHowie Ken¬ 
drick doubled three times 
and drove in three more 
runs, and Washington took 
a 3-0 lead in the best-of- 
seven NLCS by beating St. 
Louis8-1 Monday night. 

"It's a little surreal," reliever 
Sean Doolittle said about 
being one win from the 
World Series, "and I think 
that's why it's important 
that we don't look too far 
ahead." 

After Nationals starters 
Anibal Sanchez and Max 
Scherzer flirted with no-hit- 
ters in the first two games 
against the Cardinals, 
Strasburg wasn't quite that 
untouchable: He allowed 
a double in the second in¬ 
ning, six later singles and 
one unearned run. 

Still, the Cardinals, quite 
simply, can't score in this 
NLCS: They have a grand 
total of two runs and 11 
hits through three games 
Washington's three starters 


have a combined ERA — 
no calculator necessary for 
this one — of 0.00. 

Yes, that's zero-point-zero- 
zero. 

'We expected better,"said 
Kolten Wong, who went 0 
for4on Monday and isOfor 
10 in the series for St. Louis. 
Now it's Patrick Corbin's 
chance to see if he can 
match his rotation-mates. 
The $140 million lefty will 
start for the Nationals in 
Game 4 on Tuesday night, 
when they can close out 
a sweep at home. Rookie 
right-hander Dakota Hud¬ 
son will be on the mound 
for the Cardinals. 

'We've got to get a lead 
at some point in this series. 
Hard to win a game if you 
can't get a lead," St. Louis 
manager Mike Shildt said. 
'We've got to figure out a 
way to create some offense 
early in the game and be 
able to hold it there." 
Washington hasn't put a 
baseball team in the World 
Series since 1933, when the 
Senators lost to the New 


York Giants in five games 
The nation's capital owns 
only one MLB champion¬ 
ship; the Senators won 
all the way back in 1924. 
There wasn't even a base¬ 
ball team at all in Wash¬ 
ington for more than three 
decades until the Montreal 
Expos franchise moved to 
town before the 2005 sea¬ 
son and was renamed the 
Nationals. 

Until this season, the Na¬ 
tionals hadn't won a play¬ 
off series, going 0-4 since 
2012, but they sure look as 
if they're making up for lost 
time. 

"Shoot, maybe we're fi¬ 
nally coming around,"third 
baseman Anthony Rendon 
said. 

How a bout this current run? 
The Nationals, who found 
themselves at 19-31 in late 
May, have won 15 of their 
past 17 games, stretching 
back to the last week of 
the regular sea son. 

It a II starts with the pitching. 
'That's what our team is 
built around. You have 


those guys, those horses, 
that take the ball every 
fifth day," said Ryan Zim¬ 
merman, who drove in two 
runs "They haven't disap¬ 
pointed, obviously, in the 
postseason, but they've 
kind of beenthe backbone 
of this team all year." 
Against Sanchez in Game 
1, the first hit for the Cardi¬ 
nals arrived with their 27th 
batter. Against Sc herzer in 
Game 2, it was their 21st 
batter. But even when the 
Cardinals did something 
right against Strasburg, 
they erased it by doing 
something wrong. 

Their fourth batter, Marcell 
Ozuna, doubled to the left 
field comer in the second, 
then quickly erased himself 
with some poor baserun¬ 
ning, going too far toward 
third on a comebacker 
and getting tagged out by 
Strasburg, who isenjoying a 
postseason to remember. 
He was the No. 1 overall 
pick in the 2009 amateur 
draft, then was infamously 
shutdown before the play- 


offsthree years laterto pro¬ 
tect his surgically repaired 
right elbow. Strasburg 
is now hale and hearty, 
throwing 117 pitches Mon¬ 
day, his most since totaling 
118 in a May 2017 game. 
And this sort of October 
excellence is what the 
Nationals were hoping 
fon Strasburg has a 3-0 re¬ 
cord and 1.64 ERA, with 33 
strikeouts and one walk — 
he didn't issue a free pass 
Monday — in 22 inningsthis 
postseason. 

Much to the delight of a 
red towel-twirling crowd of 
43,675, Washington's bat¬ 
ters kept delivering, led by 
Kendrick, who has eight 
RBIsin the pastfourgames. 
The Nationals roughed up 
J ack Flaherty for four runs, 
all in the third inning; he 
hadn't allowed that many 
in a game since July 2, a 
span of 18appearances 
Seven of Washington's 
eight runs came with two 
outs, and there were contri¬ 
butions from up and down 
the lineup: Victor Robles 
homered in his return from 
a hamstring injury,and Ren¬ 
don heard "MVP!" chants 
after a slick defensive play 
and an RBI double. 

'We haven't been able to 
play our brand of base¬ 
ball in full," Shildt said. 'We 
haven't been able to get 
in rhythm or sync, but we 
still have more baseball to 
play."

Green Bay Packers, who 
benefited from some ques¬ 
tionable officiating to edge 
the Detroit Lions 23-22 on 
Monday night. 

"That was fun, yeah," Cros¬ 
by said of leaping into the 
crowd. 'That feeling, once 
you get up in the stands, 
the energy in there and 
teammatesand everyone's 
around, that's something 
I'll always remember. That 
wasgreat." 

Aaron Rodgers, in his sec¬ 
ond straight game without 
top target Davante Ad¬ 
ams, completed 24 of 39 
passes for 283 yards and 
two touchdowns, including 
a beautiful 35-yard throw 
to Allen hazard forthe sec¬ 
ond-year pro's first career 
score. 

"I actually sit next to him in 
the team meetings," Rodg¬ 
ers said of Lazard, who was 
cut by the Packers in Au¬ 
gust and then signed to the 
practice squad to start the 
season. "We've struck up a 
pretty good friendship. 

'The thing that got me was, 
which you love as a quar¬ 
terback, and that's when 
your receiver's coming 
back and telling you he 
wants the ball and what 
route he wants to run. ... 
That was him coming back 
in the huddle, telling me 
what play he wanted, and 
fora young guy to do that, 
how can you not have 
confidence in that?" 
Rodgers linked up with Ja¬ 
ma a I Williams for the other 
TD.

HONG KONG (AP) — When 
the ball smashed into a 
photo of LeBron James' 
face stuck above the hoop 
and dropped into the bas¬ 
ket, the Hong Kong protest- 
erscheered. 

They also trampled on jer¬ 
seys bearing his name and 
gathered in a semicircle to 
watch one bum. 

James' standing among 
basketball fans in Hong 
Kong took a hit because 
of comments the NBA star 
made about free speech. 
Fans gathered on courts 
amid Hong Kong's high-rise 
buildings Tuesday to vent 
their anger. 

Ihe playerforthe LosAnge- 
les La kens touched a nerve 
among protesters for sug¬ 
gesting that free speech 
can have negative conse¬ 
quences. They have been 
protesting for months in de¬ 
fense of the same freedom 
that J ames said can carry 
"a lot of negative." 

The protesters chanted 
support for Houston Rock¬ 
ets general manager Da¬ 
ryl Morey, something of a 
hero among demonstrators 


in the semi-autonomous 
Chinese territory for having 
tweeted on Oct. 4 in sup¬ 
port of their struggle, infu¬ 
riating authorities in China. 
What the crowd of approx¬ 
imately 200 people chant¬ 
ed about James wasn't 
printable. 

"People are angry," said 
James Lo, a web designer 
who runsa Hong Kong bas¬ 
ketball fan page on Face- 
book. He said he's already 
received a video from a 
protester that showed him 
burning a No. 23 jersey 
bea ring J a mes' na me. 

He expects more, given 
the backlash from protest¬ 
ers who've been regularly 
hitting the streets of Hong 
Kong and battling police 
because of concerns that 
the international business 
hub is slowly losing its free¬ 
doms, which are unique in 
China. 

'Students, they come 
out like every weekend. 
They've got tear gassed 
and then they got gun¬ 
shot, like every weekend. 
Police beating students 
and then innocent people, 


like every day. And then he 
(J ames) just comes up with 
something (like) that. We 
just can't accept that." 

J amesmade hiscomments 
in response to a ques¬ 
tion about whether Morey 
should be punished for his 
tweet that reverberated 
in China and had conse- 


quencesforthe NBA. 

'Yes, we do have freedom 
ofspeech,"J amessaid. "But 
attimes, there are ramifica¬ 
tions for the negative that 
can happen when you're 
not thinking about others, 
when you only think about 
yourself." 

He added: 'So many 


people could have been 
harmed, not only financial¬ 
ly but physically, emotion¬ 
ally, spiritually. So just be 
careful what we tweet and 
what we say and what we 
do. Even thoug h yes, we do 
have freedom of speech, it 
can be a lot of negative 
that comes with it.'O

It explains why Griffin, not 
long after he rolled in a 

6- foot par putt with eerie 
calm to win on the PGA 
Tour, fought back tears 
when asked how he got to 
this point. 

His family always opened 
one gift on Christmas Eve, 
and Griffin was 8 when 
he got a putter. The next 
morning, he got the rest 
of his starter set — a 5-iron, 

7- iron, 9-iron and a 3-wood. 
No one in his family played 
golf. Until then, his only ex¬ 
perience was whacking 
balls in a field with a per- 
simmonsclub hisfatherhad 
bought from a barrel of 
clubsthat sold for$l each. 
A mile from their home in 
Blacksburg, Virginia, was 
a nine-hole course called 
'The Hill" where he could 
spend all day for $9. And 
then one day, Griffin was 
invited to Blacksburg Coun¬ 
try Club, where he noticed 
Prater, the head pro, con¬ 
ducting a clinic fora small 
group of kids 
Pratertook it from there. 

"I wouldn't be here with¬ 
out him," Griffin said. "He 


opened every door in golf 
that I ever had — teach¬ 
ing me forfree, giving me a 
membership. He's had my 
back my entire journey." 
Prater, who now works at 
Roanoke Country Club, re- 
membersa young boywho 
asked if he could come to 
the clinic. He didn't know 
much about the family's fi¬ 
nancial situation except it 
was clear Griffin could use 
the help and that he had a 
passion forthe game. 

When Griffin's father died of 
a brain tumor, Pratercalied 
the house that day and of¬ 
fered the 12-year-old boy a 
free membership to Blacks¬ 
burg Country Club. Prater's 
son is five years younger, 
and he and Griffin became 
friends. 

"He stayed at my house 
quite a bit because he 
could walk to the course," 
Prater said. "I took him on 
as another son. He was 
sad, and I think him coming 
down and staying with me 
some and getting away 
from things that reminded 
him of hisfather... he pulled 
from playing golf. That was 
his way of getting away." 


Griffin says he would leave 
the house at 7 a.m. and 
stay at the course until 7 
p.m. 

'That's what made me fall 
in love with the game at 
a young age," Griffin said. 
"If Steve didn't bring me 
in at that real vulnerable 
part of my life, then there's 
no chance that I would 
be playing golf in college 
— or winning the Houston 
Open." 

Griffin shot 51 for nine holes 
in hisfirstjunioreventatthe 
club. By the time he finished 
high school, he was good 
enough to play four years 
at Virginia Commonwealth 
and told Prater he wanted 
to try playing fora living. 

J ust like everything else in 
life, nothing came easily. 
Griffin made $975 in his first 
mini-tour event, minus the 
$950 entry fee. He picked 
up experience, along with 
plenty of debt. He thought 
about quitting more than 
once, and he might have 
done that if not for Will Wil¬ 
cox— whom he metatthat 
first mini-tour event — ask¬ 
ing Griffin to caddie forhim 
at The Greenbrier in 2014. 


Wilcoxtied forfourth. Griffin 
made $17,000, at the time 
his largest check in golf. 
Prater, who gleaned ev¬ 
erything he could about 
instruction during stints at 
Sailfish Point and Jupiter Is¬ 
land Club in Florida, kept 
teaching through phone 
calls and texts and when¬ 
ever he could get out to a 
tournament. He also knew 
Griffin needed more than 
he could offer. 

"I mostly teach juniors 
and members. I build golf 


swings," Prater said. 'When 
he was in Latin America, 
he was starting to spin his 
wheels. He needed some 
confidence. He needed 
otheropinions." 

Prater hooked him up with 
noted instructor Todd An¬ 
derson because they have 
similar philosophies, and 
Griffin became more pol¬ 
ished. He still lea ns on Prat¬ 
er for the short game, and 
they keep in touch through 
texts, phone calls and the 
occasional video.Q 
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Health and Beauty Sleep

After greeting our patient the fiist question I 
ask is: "How did you sleep last night? Sleep 
is a basic human need, as important for good 
health as diet and exercise. Only when we are 
sound asleep do our bodies repair. When we 
sleep, our bodies rest but our brains a re active, 
laying the groundwork for healing and produc¬ 
tivity. Most people need eight houis of sleep 
nightly. Unfortunately, for 10% to 25% of us, not 
being able to get to sleep or insomnia can be 
a chronic condition. Approximately 98 million 
dollaisa yearis spent in the United Slatesalone 
on over-the-counter sleep aids. Not getting 
enough restful sleep results in daytime sleepi¬ 
ness, increased accidents, problems concen¬ 
trating and poor performance on the job and 
in school, and increased sickness and weight 
gain. 

Lack of sleep seems to be a majorstress factor. 
Regularly catching only a few hours of sleep 
can hinder metabolism and hormone produc¬ 
tion in a way that is similar to the effects of ag¬ 
ing and the early stages of diabetes. Chronic 


sleep loss may speed the onset or increase the 
severity of conditions such as type II diabetes, 
high blood pressure, obesity, and memory loss. 
Medical researchers have shown that just one 
weekofsleep deprivation altered subject'shor- 
mone levelsand their capacity to metabolize 
carbohydrates. Research has shown that in 
developed countries, the average night'ssleep 
has grown shorter since the beginning of the 
century, from 9 hours to 7.5 hours. People who 
give up sleep to make more time forworkand 
leisure are aging must faster than they should 
be. 

During sleep-deprivation, researchers found, 
men's blood sugar levels took 40% longer to 
drop, compared with the natural sleep-recov¬ 
ery period; and their ability to secrete and 
respond to the hormone insulin, which helps 
regulate blood sugar, dropped by 30% These 
changes reflect the effects of insulin resistance. 
In addition, the sleep-deprived men had higher 
nighttime concentrations of the hormone corti¬ 
sol, which also helps regulate blood sugar, and 
lower levels of thyroid-stimulating hormone. 
These raised cortisol levelsare often seen in old- 
erpeople, and may be involved in age-related 
insulin resistance and memory loss. 

Many childhood sleep problems are related 
to irregular sleep habits or to anxiety. Persis¬ 
tent sleep problems may also be symptoms of 
emotional difficulties. "Separation anxiety" is a 
developmental landmark for young children. 
Bedtime is a time of separation. Some children 
will do all they can to prevent separation at 
bedtime. 

The average woman aged 30-60 sleeps only six 
hours and forty-one minutes during the work¬ 
week. Conditions unique to women, like the 
menstrual cycle, pregnancy and menopause, 
can affect how well a womansleeps Thisisbe- 
cause the changing levelsof hormones that a 
woman experiencesthroughoutthe month, like 
estrogen and progesterone, have an impact 
on sleep. Understanding the effects of these 
hormones, environmental factors and lifestyle 
habits can help women enjoy a good night's 
sleep. 

Having trouble getting to sleep? The follow¬ 
ing ten suggestions might help. 1) Maintain a 


regular bed and wake time schedule including 
weekends. 2) Establish a regular, relaxing bed¬ 
time routine such as soaking in a hot bath and 
then reading a book or listening to soothing 
music. 3) Create a sleep-conducive environ¬ 
ment that isdark, quiet, comfortable and cool. 

4) Sleep on a comfortable mattressand pillows. 

5) Use your bedroom only for sleep and sex. It 
is best to take work materials, computers and 
televisions out of the sleeping environment. 6) 
Eat a healthy diet and finish eating at least 2-3 
hours before your regular bedtime. 7) Exercise 
regularly. It is best to complete your workout 
at least a few hours before bedtime. 8) Avoid 
caffeine (e.g. coffee, tea, and soft drinks, or 
chocolate) close to bedtime. It can keep you 
awake. 9) Avoid nicotine (e.g. cigarettes, to¬ 
bacco products) Used close to bedtime, it can 
lead to poorsleep. 10) Avoid alcohol close to 
bedtime. It can lead to disrupted sleep later in 
the night. 11) Do not run electrical wires under 
oroveryourbed. 

Pharmaceutical drugs to get to sleep are not 
a healthy solution. These drugsdo not produce 
the deep curative sleep needed to regain our 
health and are habit-forming. There are natu¬ 
ral food supplements like 5 - HTP and Theanine 
(from Green Tea) can help considerably if tak¬ 
en with a little natural fruit juice thirty minutes 
or more before you eat. If your sleep cycle 
has changed because of travel or work shift 
change the natural supplement melatonin will 
help resetyoursleep cycle. Acupuncture helps 
balance your body and encourages restful 
sleep. A visit to a natural physician could help 
you determine the cause ofyoursleep problem 
and how to best help it. Remember, you can¬ 
not restore yourhealth without sound sleep. 
Getthe Point! Getting the right a mount of sleep 
is vita I, but just as important is the quality of your 
sleep. An adequate amount of sleep is as im¬ 
portant as an adequate amount of exercise. 
Most of us do not fully appreciate the value of 
a full night'ssleep. I believe that seven hours 
is an absolute minimum for most all of us, and 
most of us would benefit from closerto 9 hours.

Tuesday marks the begin¬ 
ning of a busy few days for 


corporate earnings United 
Airlines Holdings will report 
later in the day and give 
investors an early glimpse 
into the health of the airline 
industry.

FactSet. 

The dire prediction could 
soften as more companies 
report eamings. Similarfore- 
castswere made ahead of 
both the first and second 
quarter reporting periods 
and companies in the S&P 
500 managed to deliver 
only a modest contraction 
each time. 

HEALTHY FORECASTS Unit 
edHealth Group rose 7.6% 
after it hiked its 2019 profit 
forecast. The nation's larg¬ 
est health insurance com¬ 
pany said the addition of 
hundreds of clinics to its 
health care services busi¬ 
ness helped drive revenue 
and profit during the third 
quarter, both of which beat 
Wall Street forecasts. 

Other health insurers were 
trading higher: Anthem 
gained 6.7% Cigna add¬ 
ed 5.9%and Humana rose 
4.6% 

Johnson & Johnson, the 
world's biggest maker of 
health care products, 
gained 2% after it also 
raised its profit forecast for 
the yea rfollowing solid third 
quarter results The compa¬ 
ny cited higher sales of key 
medicines for cancer and 
immune disorders. 

BANKS AT BAT: J PMorgan 
Chase rose 3.9% after the 
ba nk beat Wa II Street's third 
quarter profit forecasts on 
growth from higher inter¬ 
est rates and solid perfor¬ 
mance from its investment 
banking business.^

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Owl killings spur moral questions about human intervent ion

CORVALLIS, Ore. (AP) — As 

he stood amid the thick 
old-growth forests in the 
coastal range of Oregon, 
Dave Wiens was nervous. 
Before he trained to shoot 
his first barred owl, he had 
neverfired a gun. 

He eyed the big female 
owl, her feathers streaked 
brown and white, perched 
on a branch at just the 
right distance. Then he 
squeezed the trigger and 
the owl fell to the forest 
floor, adding to a running 
tally of more than 2,400 
barred owls killed so far in 
a controversial experiment 
by the U.S. government to 
test whether the northern 
spotted owl's rapid decline 
in the Pacific Northwest 
can be stopped by killing 
its aggressive East Coast 
cousin. 

Wiens grew up fascinated 
by birds, and his graduate 
research in owl interactions 
helped laythe groundwork 
for this tense moment. 

"It'sa little distasteful, I think, 
to go out killing owls to 
save another owl species," 
said Wiens, a biologist who 
still views each shooting as 
"gut-wrenching" as the first. 
"Nonetheless, I also feel like 
from a conservation stand¬ 
point, our back was up 
against the wall. We knew 
that barred owls were out- 
competing spotted owls 
and their populations were 
going haywire." 

"Fhe federal government 
has been trying for de- 
cadesto save the northern 
spotted owl, a native bird 
that sparked an intense 
battle over logging across 
Washington, Oregon and 
California decadesago. 
After the owl was listed as 
threatened under the En¬ 
dangered Species Act in 
1990, earning it a cover on 
lime Magazine, federal of- 


ficialshalted logging on mil¬ 
lions of acres of old-growth 
forests on federal lands to 
protect the bird's habitat. 
But the birds' population 
continued to decline. 
Meanwhile, researchers, in¬ 
cluding Wiens, began doc¬ 
umenting another threat 
— larger, more aggressive 
barred owls competing 
with spotted owls for food 
and space and displacing 
them in some areas. 

In almost all ways, the 
barred owl is the spotted 
owl's worst enemy: They re¬ 
produce more often, have 
more babies per year and 
eat the same prey, like 
squirrels and wood rats. 
And they now outnumber 
spotted owls in many areas 
of the native bird's historic 
range. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service'sexperiment, which 
began in 2015, has raised 
thorny questions: To what 


extent can we reverse de¬ 
clines that have unfolded 
over decades, often par¬ 
tially due to actions by 
humans? And as climate 
change continues to shake 
up the landscape, how 
should we intervene? 

Ihe experimental killing of 
barred owls raised such 
moral dilemmas when it 
first was proposed in 2012 
that the Fish and Wildlife 
Service took the unusual 
step of hiring an ethicist to 
help work through wheth¬ 
er it was acceptable and 
could be done humanely. 
Ihe owl experiment is un¬ 
usual because it involves 
killing one species of owl 
to save another owl spe¬ 
cies. But federal and state 
officials already have in¬ 
tervened with other spe¬ 
cies. They have broken the 
necksof thousandsof cow- 
birdsto save the warbler, a 
songbird once on the brink 
of extinction. To preserve 
salmon runs in the Pacific 
Northwest and perch and 
other fish in the Midwest, 
agencies kill thousands of 
large seabirds called dou¬ 
ble-crested cormorants. 
And last year, Congress 
passed a law making iteas- 
ierforOregon, Washington, 
Idaho and American Indi¬ 
an tribesto kill sea lionsthat 


gobble imperiled salmon 
runs in the Columbia River. 
In four small study areas in 
Washington, Oregon and 
northern California, Wiens 
and his trained team have 
been picking off invasive 
barred owls with 12-gauge 
shotguns to see whether 
the native birds return to 
their nesting habitat once 
theircompetitorsare gone. 
Small efforts to remove 
barred owls in British Colum¬ 
bia and northern California 
already showed promising 
results 

Ihe Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice has a permit to kill up 
to 3,600 owls and, if the 
$5 million program works, 
could decide to expand its 
efforts. 

Wiens, who works for the 
U.S. Geological Survey, 
now views his gun as "a re¬ 
sea rch tool" in humankind's 
attemptsto maintain biodi¬ 
versity and rebalance the 
forest ecosystem. Because 
the barred owl has few 
predators in Northwest for¬ 
ests, he sees his team's role 
as apex predator, acting 
as a cap on a population 
that doesn't have one. 
"Humans, by stepping in 
and taking that role in na¬ 
ture, we may be able to 
achieve more biodiversity 
in the environment, rather 


than just having barred 
owls take over and wipe 
out aII the prey species," he 
said. 

Marc Bekoff, professor 
emeritus of ecology and 
evolutionary biology at 
the University of Colorado, 
Boulder, finds the practice 
abhorrent and said hu¬ 
mans should find another 
way to help owl. 

'There's no way to couch 
it as a good thing if you're 
killing one species to save 
another," Bekoff said. 

And Michael Harris, who 
directs the wildlife law pro¬ 
gram for Friends of Ani¬ 
mals, thinks the govern¬ 
ment should focus on what 
humans are doing to the 
environment and protect 
habitatsratherthan scape¬ 
goating barred owls. 

'We really have to let these 
things work themselves 
out," Harris said. "It's going 
to be very common with 
climate change. What are 
we going to do — pickand 
choose the winners?" 

Some see a responsibility to 
intervene, however, noting 
that humans are partly to 
blame for the underlying 
conditions with activities 
like logging, which helped 
lead to the spotted owl's 
decline. And others just see 
a no-win situation. 

"A decision not to kill the 
barred owl is a decision to 
let the spotted owl go ex¬ 
tinct," said Bob Sallinger, 
conservation director with 
the Audubon Society of 
Portland. 'That's what we 
have to wrestle with." 

If the experimental removal 
ofbamed owlsimprovesthe 
spotted owl populations, 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
may consider killing more 
owls as part of a larger, 
long-term management 
strategy. Enough success 
has been noted that the 
experiment already has 
been extended to August 
2021. 

"I certainly don't see north¬ 
ern spotted owls going ex¬ 
tinct completely," Wiens 
said, adding that "extinc¬ 
tion in this case will be 
much longer process and 
from what we've seen 
from doing these removal 
experiments, we may be 
able to slow some of those 
dec lines.'□

She wasin demand for 
industry parties and events, 
and Smith made use of 
those contacts, showing up 
uninvited at times dressed 
in his own designs. He took 
to handing out his leggings 
to whoever would take 
them. In 2010, the effort 
paid off when he spotted 
Lady Gaga in a pairashe 
flipped through a tabloid 
while with his mom at a su¬ 
permarket. 

"My mom was, like, yeah 
that's nice," he said.

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In ‘Mistress of Evil, 1 Maleficent plays mom

For a moment, "Malefi¬ 
cent: Mistress of Evil" seems 
poised to turn into a won¬ 
derful take on "Father of 
the Bride" only with fangs 
and wings 

Princess Aurora (Elle Fan¬ 
ning), the beauty who es 
caped the curse of sleep, 
merrily accepts the pro¬ 
posal of Prince Phillip (Ha nris 
Dickinson), a marriage that 
could unite the fairy and 
human worlds. Aurora cau¬ 
tiously asks if Maleficent 
(Angelina Jolie), her now- 
redeemed fairy godmoth¬ 
er, might go with her to 
meet the parents: Queen 
Ingrith (Michelle Pfeiffer) 
and King John (Robert 
Lindsay). It's so much fun 
watching Maleficent pre¬ 
pare for the meeting by 
practicing such basic cor¬ 
dialities as smiling and small 
talk that it's hard not to wish 
the movie sees the fear¬ 
some sorceress through the 
entire battery of wedding 
planning. Maleficent at a 
bridal shower. Maleficent 
choosing the table settings. 
Sadly, such fun is not to 
be had in "Mistress of Evil," 
a needless sequel to the 
2014 "Sleeping Beauty" riff 
that fails to fully value the 
entire of appeal of these 
films: J o lie's M a lefic e nt. The 
first movie, a box-office hit, 
was a mess but its star at¬ 
traction was the one thing 
it had going for it. J olie, an 
unfortunately infrequent 


presence on the screen 
these days, slid into the role 
so perfectly, dominating 
all around her with Norma 
Desmond command and 
cheekbones that could 
slice yourthroat. 

The character had its roots 
in those '50s melodrama 
stars; Marc Davis, anima¬ 
tor of the 1959 Disney film, 
also sculpted Cruella de Vil. 
And in teaming Jolie with 
the equally potent Pfeiffer, 
whose queen quickly turns 
into Maleficent's bitter foe, 
"Mistressof Evil" had the po¬ 
tential of summoning the 
intoxicating stuff of Joan 
Crawford and Bette Davis. 
But the movie, with 
Joachim Ronning ("Pirates 
of the Caribbean: Dead 
Men Tell No Tales") taking 
over for Robert Stromberg, 
overcomplicates itself. In¬ 
stead of aiming for the el¬ 
emental simplicity of a fairy 
tale, "Mistress of Evil" fills it¬ 
self with the politics and 
detail of the fairy-human 
struggle, building inevita¬ 
bly to a PG-friendly war 
between Queen Ingrith's 
army and the magical spir¬ 
its of the Moors, spread out 
across impressively vast 
computer-generated pal¬ 
ace grounds. 

It's starting to seem like ev¬ 
ery franchise film, when in 
search of a story, throws a 
battle against the wall and 
hopes something sticks. 
Not only has this gotten 
tiresome, but it also sacri¬ 
fices what we came here 


for in the first place: Jo¬ 
lie and Pfeiffer glowering 
at each other. But all the 
necessary buildup to the 
clash (including Chiwetel 
Ejiofor as among an exiled 
group of winged creatures 
called the dark fey) robs us 
of enough screen time with 
J olie's Maleficent. 

The plot in "Maleficent" 
drew largely from its inven¬ 
tive redemption of a classic 
Disney villain. But it didn't 
really follow through on the 
possibilities of fairy tale re¬ 
visionism. It simply offered 
up another villain (Aurora's 
father King Stefan), just as 
"Mistress of Evil" does with 
its dastardly Queen Ingrith. 
A better film would have 
kept playing with inverted 
archetypes 

What saves "Mistress of Evil" 
from a worse fate, in the 
end, is Fanning. Aurora, 
like many of Fanning's per¬ 
formances, is a welcome 
dash of naturalism amid all 
the CGI action. She's such 
an innocent and whole¬ 
some young bride, though, 
that perhaps she's ripe for 
reconsideration, too. Next 
time, maybe Beauty breaks 
bad. 

"Maleficent: Mistress of 
Evil," a Walt Disney Co. re¬ 
lease, is rated PG by the 
Motion Picture Association 
of America for intense se¬ 
quences of fantasy action/ 
violence and brief scary 
images.

This week the London- 
based writer shared the 
prestigious prize for English- 
language fiction with Mar¬ 
garet Atwood after the 
five-person panel of judg¬ 
es decided they couldn't 
choose between Atwood's 
dystopian thriller'The Testa¬ 
ments" and Evaristo's kalei¬ 
doscope of black women's 
stories, 'Girl, Woman, Oth¬ 
er." 

Evaristo is the first woman of 
African heritage to win the 
Booker in its 50-year history, 
and only the fourth ever to 
be a finalist. 

"Fifty years, 300 books — 
only four black women 
have been shortlisted," she 
said Tuesday. "Hopefully 
this will mark a new direc¬ 
tion." 

Speaking to The Associat¬ 
ed Press hours after being 
handed the prize alongside 
Atwood at a glitzy ceremo¬ 


ny, Evaristo exuded excite¬ 
ment and delight, even on 
two hours' sleep. 

"I'm very, very excited and 
euphoric," she said. "It's 


such a major prize, and it 
felt so unattainable." 

Bom in London to a Nige¬ 
rian father and white Brit¬ 
ish mother, Evaristo has 
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published seven previous 
novels — two of them in 
verse — exploring aspects 
of black life in Britain, from 
Roman timesto the present 


day. Inventive and read¬ 
able, they have won her 
critical acclaim, though 
not mega-sa \es. 

'Those who know the work 
think I'm kind of more main- 
strea m tha n I a m," she sa id. 
Evaristo, 60, says she knew 
winning the Booker could 
transform her career, and 
act as a beacon to other 
female writers of color. But 
until her name appeared 
on the 13-book longlist 
earlier this year, she never 
thought it would happen. 

"It was such an establish¬ 
ment prize," she said. "And 
even though there were 
some quirky choices, it just 
felt that the kinds of things I 
write, from my perspective, 
would not be the kinds of 
things that Booker judges 
would considerto be litera¬ 
ture to cherish." 

The Booker, whose past 
winners include Salman 
Rushdie, Kazuo Ishiguro 
and Atwood — a winner 
once before, in 2000 — al¬ 
most always brings the vic¬ 
tor a huge boost in public¬ 
ity and sales. □ 
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Biophilic dec on Ways to bring the feel of nature indoors

The term "biophilia," an af¬ 
finity for the living world, 
was coined back in the 
1980s by American biologist 
and author E.O. Wilson. We 
have an instinctive drive 
to connect with nature, 
he said, and the more we 
connect, the happier we 
are. That's why a walk in the 
woods can feel so good, or 
a sit on a quiet beach. 

In our homes, we might try 
to bring the outside in with 
a potted tree, some herbs 
on the window sill, perhaps 
floral wallpaper or land¬ 
scape art. 

Some other creative ideas 
from innovative designers 
today: 

"When I first started read¬ 
ing about biophilic de¬ 
sign and how we needed 
to be flooding our homes 
with gorgeous natural 
views, daylight and plants I 
thought, 'Well that's dandy, 
but how about people in 
homes and work spaces 
that just don't have ac¬ 
cess to these things?"' says 
Phoebe Oldrey, who runs 
Smart Style Interiors in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells, England. 

"How do I, as an interior de¬ 
signer, give them the bene¬ 
fits of biophilic design? The 
answer came in the choice 
of materials we use in our 
designs, and natural mate¬ 
rials is the way to go." 

In one home, she designed 
floating maple cabine¬ 
try inlaid with a pattern of 
swallows in flight. In a din- 
ing/kitchen space with 
doors opening onto a leafy 
outdoor area, she placed 
a large light fixture com¬ 


posed of colorful glass bub¬ 
bles; it's as though a cluster 
of errant balloons drifted in 
from the backyard. And in 
a weekend cottage, she 
placed a ceiling fixture 
made of woven sticks over 
the bed, evoking a cozy 
bird's nest. 

Lighting is a great way to 
bring a biophilic element 
into a room. 

If you like the idea of that 
stick fixture, check out Ser¬ 
ena & Lily's Vero pendant 
made of wispy woven rat- 
fan twigs. All Modern has 
the Organique chandelier, 
a freeform 'nest' of rubbed 
bronze. Arteriors Home has 
the Tilda fixture made of 
whitewashed wood sticks, 
and the Wichita floor lamp 
crafted of downed teak 
tree trunks. 

Brooklyn's Nea Studio has 


found a formula for treat¬ 
ing green marine algae so 
it becomes firm yet mallea¬ 
ble. Designer Nina Edwards 
Anker handcrafts the algae 
into light shades that cast a 
warm glow. Anker has also 
created a solar chandelier 
made from shells and pho¬ 
tovoltaic modules; hang 
the fixture in a window and 
it becomes a solar clock, 
turning on at dusk. Pass¬ 
ing breezes make it a wind 
chime, too. 

New technologies are giv¬ 
ing us lighting that's more 
reflective of outdoor light. 
Ketra offers an LED system 
that can be tuned so the 
room lighting moves from 
warm candlelight to a win¬ 
try Arctic sky. Nanoleaf's 
light panels interlock; affix 
them to a wall, then oper¬ 
ate them remotely to cycle 
through arrays like "sunrise" 
and "Northern Lights." 

If you're renovating or build¬ 
ing, think about adding 
cutouts beyond the tradi¬ 
tional windows and sliding 
doors — horizontal lighting 
like skylights, for instance. 

Bo Sundius of Bunch De¬ 
sign in Los Angeles says the 
firm always thinks about 
how sun and light moving 
across rooms can be used 
to connect interiors to the 
outdoors. 

In one converted garage 
project, long clerestory 
windows were placed high 
on the walls of a small liv¬ 
ing room. Afternoon light 


streams through a west-fac¬ 
ing skylight, and a stepped 
ceiling creates more in¬ 
teresting light plays. "The 
house sits in the middle of a 
dense residential neighbor¬ 
hood," says Sundius, "yet it 
feels airy and open." 

This fall, Farrow & Ball de¬ 
buted Colour by Nature, 
a collection done in col¬ 
laboration with London's 
Natural History Museum. 
Rare books, including an 
early color guide used by 
Charles Darwin, provided 
inspiration. There's an or¬ 
ange-tinged white inspired 
by the breast feathers of an 
owl; a green evinces the 
emerald hue of a mallard's 
neck. 

Behr Paint's 2020 color of 
the year is a soothing green 
called Back to Nature; 
complementary colors in¬ 
clude Light Drizzle, Secret 


Meadow, Dragonfly and 
Bluebird. 

Murals can showcase na¬ 
ture dramatically; they 
work well in family rooms, 
hallways or bedrooms. For 
something unusual, con¬ 
sider Flavor Paper's Sagua- 
ro Sessions collection. The 
studio’s founder, Jon Sher¬ 
man, and photographer 
Boone Speed were inspired 
by a trip to Saguaro Na¬ 
tional Park to make wallpa¬ 
pers that showcase macro 
photography of gemstones 
and minerals, with the crys¬ 
talline structures creating 
unique patterns in extreme 
close-up. 

Roche Bobois' Bois Paradis 
collection from Maison La¬ 
croix features wood cabi¬ 
nets and screens, and up¬ 
holstered seating, printed 
with a woodland scene. 
On the casegoods and ta¬ 
bles, the pattern is in silhou¬ 
ette, giving them an air of 
mystery. 

Bedding maker Buffy of¬ 
fers the Breeze comforter 
made of susfainable euca¬ 
lyptus, and stitched with a 
wave and wind pattern in¬ 
spired by the rolling hills of 
artist Maya Lin's Storm King 
Wavefield in Orange Coun¬ 
ty, New York. 

Buffy's also introduced a 
collection of naturally dyed 
sheets, with dye experts 
Maria Elena Pombo and 
Kathy Hattori. They've used 
botanicals like walnut, gar¬ 
denia, turmeric and pome¬ 
granate to gently color the 
textiles. 

Miami-based design house 
Plant the Future is known 
for biophilic installations 
like "living" plant murals on 
building exteriors.Q
